The Harrison menument was set in place of a rebar and flat
piece of steel found.

No specific descriptions of this corner were found in the BCS
Surveyor's Record beyond the establishment of the corner as a
wood postin 1821. A BCS tie card dated March 11, 1982
shows the corner as "found steel stake 3" x 3/8" 1.5' deep.”
The tie card shows the corner as falling within the right-of-way
of the Midland Railroad, close to the south edge of the
right-of-way.

This corner was excavated on April 9, 2018. Prior to
excavation, a rebar with a red plastic cap was found 2 inches
deep in the roadway in agreement with the representation of
the corner as shown on the 1982 tie card. The rebar is known
to have been held for surveys and deeds in the adjoining
sections and is specifically called out as the corner for the
adjoining properties to the west, described in Instruments
200700002097 and 201100010402 in the Office of the Boone
County Recorder.

Excavation centered on the rebar revealed a 20 inch long flat
piece of steel which matches the description of the monument
described on the 1982 tie card, found directly below the rebar.
Excavation of an area extending 2 feet south, 3 feet north, 1.5
feet east and 1.5 feet west of the rebar revealed no further
evidence of the corner. The bottomn of the road bed was found
to be at approximately 18 inches deep. Excavation was
performed to at least 22 inches deep.

The found rebar, marking the position of the corner as
demonstrated on the 1982 tie card, was held as marking the
corner. The rebar and flat piece of steel were removed and
replaced with a Harrison monument in the same position,

Boone County witness mark is a 3/8" diameter x 2' long rebar
bearing a metal cap stamped "Boone County Witness Point."

The Harrison monument at Corner 2, the Hamilton County corner, was found in place, having been previously set by the Hamilton County Surveyor's
Office in place of a railroad spike over a stone. The Harrison monument at Corner 1 was established on the range line as defined by Corner 2 and the
cormner approximately 1/2 mile south (see BCS Corner NE-000-1200), slightly east of a railroad spike set in place of a railroad rail.

No ancient BCS records were found documenting Corner 1, nor were any recent BCS tie cards found referenicng this corner,

Corner 1 was excavated on July 20, 2012. Prior to excavation, the Harrison monument was found marking Corner 2 and a Mag Nail in concrete was
found providing evidence of Corner 1. It was observed that the monuments marking the corners were closer o each other than would be expected, if the
average of the original closing distances to the north and south (25 links) were held. Excavation of an area extending 1 foot south, 1 foot west, 3 feet east
and 6 feet north of the nail at Corner 1 revealed a vertical section of raiiroad rail found at 12 inches deep, below the mag nail. No furthher evidence was
found during excavation. The bottom of the road bed was found at 14 inches and excavation extended to 20 inches deep. On July 20, 2012 a railroad
spike was set in place of the top, center of the railroad rail to mark the corner pending further investigation. It is noted that the origin of the railroad rail is
not known and that no BCS tie cards were found referencing the rail, but it is likely that it was set by representatives of this office between 1968 ad 1973.
Deed research indicates that the properties to the west and southwest (see Instruments 200600012835 & 2018001010) are described from the Mag nail.
No deed descriptions indicating evidence contrary to the mag nail and railroad rail was found and the rail was held as providing the best available
evidence of the corner. A 5/8 inch rebar was found witnessing the corner on the west side of the county road, in line with the nail/rail/spike. On June 6,
2019, a final position for Corner 1 was established on the range line as noted above, 0.9 foot east of the railroad spike which had been set in place of the
rail in 2012. A Harrison monument was set at that position on that date. The railroad spike was removed and the Mag nail had been removed in 2012.
Corner 1 was originally established in 1819.

Boone County witness mark is a 3/8" diameter x 2' long rebar
bearing a metal cap stamped "Boone County Witness Point."

The harrison monument was set directly over the etched "+" on a stone found.
A BCS record of October 24, 1866 states "Re-Established after having taken additional evidence. Set two Rocks, one 6.5.4 in + Mark on top. Top Rock
13.7.51/2 + on top." A BCS tie card dated August 7, 1974 states "No stone found."

This comer was excavated on June 18, 2010. Prior to excavation, a railroad rail was found at 4 inches deep. Excavation revealed a rock found at 24
inches deep, 1 foot west of the rail. The rock was 12 inches N-S by 10 inches E-W by 8 inches tall. A deep crease was visible on the top of the rock but did
not appear to be an intentional mark. This stone did not match the description of either of the record stones and was removed. Further excavation revealed
the record bottom stone found at 28 inches deep. This stone had a clearly visible etched "+" on the top. The stone maiches the proportions of the record
bottom stone, but was slightly larger in all dimensions. The top of the stone is approximately 10 inches deep into the clay layer below the road. A 13 inch
tall stone above it would have protruded 3 inches into the bottom of the road bed, which is consistent with the depth of many other stones found. The stone
was left in place and the harrison monument was set over the etched "+ on the top. The harrison is 0.9 foot north and 2.9 feet west of the position of the
railroad rail, which was removed during excavation. The 1968 reference to "no stone found" indicates that a stone was searched for but not found. Itis most
likely that the railroad rail was set at that time, after the erroneous determination that other evidence, in the form of a stone, was not present.

This corner was originally established as a wood post in June, 1821.

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The harrison monument was set in place of a stone found.

No specific descriptions of this corner were found in the BCS Surveyor's Record, nor were any recent tie cards found for this corner.

Prior to excavation a 5/8 inch diameter rebar with a red cap was found near the south edge of the roadway at 7 inches deep. No source information was
found for this rebar and the markings on the cap were not legible. Excavation revealed a stone found at 3 inches deep, north and east of the rebar.  An
etched "+" was visible on the top of the stone, though the top of the stone appeared to have been scraped by a road grader and the mark was not deeply
etched. The stone was 14 inches N-S by 11 inches E-W by 14 inches tall. The bottom eight inches of the stone were embedded in the clay layer below the
road and and top of the stone protruded 6 inches into the bottom of the road bed. It is noted that the road appears to have been cut slightly in this area and
it is estimated that the depth of the stone would have been 13 to 15 inches prior to the cut. The stone was removed and the harrison monument was set in
its place. The harrison monument is 3.2 feet north and 2.0 feet east of the former position of the rebar, removed during excavation.

This corner was originally established as a wood post in June, 1821.

The harrison monuments were set over stones found.
A BCS record of October 23-24, 1866 states "Reestablished 50 links North of corner for Hamilton County
found a stake where set Rock 20.11 by 7 in. marked + place a Rock underit3 1/2,2 1/2, 2in."

A BCS tie card dated August 14, 1967 states "no stone.”

Both corners were excavated in cooperation with the Hamilton County Surveyor's Office, with Joe Mullins, LS
and other representatives of that office present at the time of excavation.

Prior to excavation, a nail was found at 3 inches deep in the center of the northem intersection. No
monument was found at the southern intersection. Excavation at corner 1 revealed a bent piece of rebar
below the nail. Further excavation revealed a stone found at 17 inches deep. The main shaft of the rebar
was along the north edge of the stone. With 8 inches of the stone exposed it measured 10 inches E-W by 6
inches N-S. The stone appeared to be vertical and well embedded in the clay layer below the road bed,
protruding approximately 4 inches into the bottom of the road bed. A clearly visible etched "+" mark was
visible on the west side of the stone, 3 inches below the top. The stone was accepted as being the rock
described in the 1866 record. A harrison monument was set over the top, high point of the stone, in line with
the etched "+" on the west side. The nail and main shaft of the rebar had both been on the north edge of the
stone, 3 inches north of the top, center.

Excavation at corner 2 revealed a stone found at 20 inches deep. The stone had a clearly visible mark of
"S31" with lines etched on the north and west sides of the writing. With 3 inches of the top of the stone
exposed, it measured 10 inches N-S by 8 inches E-W. This stone is not known to be specifically described in
the Hamilton County records, but clearly marks the comer. A harrison monument was set over the 90° angle
point where the lines on the north and west sides of the writing intersect. This point is 33.3 feet south of
corner 1 and is approximately 0.4 foot west of the range line as defined by the standard corners.
